COMMUNITY leaders have 
welcomed plans for a 120-bed 
hotel and leisure complex, 
which they say is ‘good news’ 
for West Bromwich. 

The scheme would be built in the 
heart of the town centre, under ambi¬ 
tious new plans. 

The four-storey building has been earmarked 
for empty land opposite New Square Shopping 
Centre on the corner of Cronehills Linkway and 
Congregation Way. 

Developers behind the build, Whitbread Pic, 
say it will be a ‘prominent leisure offer’ and 
‘economic driver’ for the area. 

Councillor Bawa Dhallu, who represents the 
West Bromwich Central ward, hailed the devel¬ 
opment. He said: “It will be a boost for the re¬ 
gion as a whole because jobs will be created and 
it will bring more people to the town. 

“The main thing is that when land is left va¬ 
cant like this it can attract fly-tippers dumping 
rubbish or travellers and in turn that causes 
the council a lot of trouble, so for a development 
like this to come it will be welcomed. This is 
good news.” 

Prominent 

The plans do not name the hotel, but Whit¬ 
bread are behind budget chain Premier Inn. 

The design and access statement for the build 
says: “The Congregation Way site offers a great 
opportunity for a prominent leisure offer at the 
gateway of a new retail hub. 

“Benefitting from great transport links, this 
sustainable site is ideally suited for a new lei¬ 
sure development to serve the new retail core 
of the town.” 

Whitbread added that they want to ensure 
the development responds to the changing 
character and role of the wider area, supports 
the local economy and workforce and provides a 
positive relationship with local businesses. 

Councillor Mohammed Tagger, who repre¬ 
sents the West Bromwich Central ward, added: 
“If it brings jobs to the town then it it could be 
a good investment for us.” 

The brownfield land, which is around 0.41 
hectares in size, will be one of the last remain¬ 
ing plots to be developed following the opening 
of New Square in 2013. 

The complex will be landscaped with around 
58 car parking spaces, six cycle bays and four 
disability spaces. The busy A41 runs north of 
the development which is used as a main route 
into the town centre. Next to the site is a Tesco 
petrol station. The area around it has also seen 
a high level of investment in commercial devel¬ 
opment in recent years.

Brexit will not delay HS2, says chief 


BRITAIN leaving the European Union 
will not result in HS2 being delayed or 
costing anymore money, the Secretary 
of State for Transport has vowed. 

MP Patrick McLoughlin said the con¬ 
troversial £55.7 billion project would be 
‘on time’ and ‘on budget’ whilst speak¬ 
ing at a conference in Birmingham in 
the wake of the result of the EU ref¬ 
erendum. 

He said: “We are now even more de¬ 
pendent on the jobs, capacity and oppor¬ 
tunities HS2 will provide. 

“Not going ahead with it would not 
Patrick McLoughlin only consign rail passengers to increases 



in overcrowding but show the kind of 
short-termism that has plagued infra¬ 
structure planning for decades. 

“The construction of the first phase 
will begin on schedule next year. The 
full network will be completed on time 
and on budget.” 

He added: “With strong leadership 
HS2 will help Britain outside the EU 
in rebalancing the economy, grow¬ 
ing employment for thousands. It will 
mean more trains, more seats and more 
freights.” Mr McLoughlin referred to 
the Government’s commitment to de¬ 
liver Crossrail - the new high frequency 


high capacity railway for London and 
the South East - numerous times dur¬ 
ing his 20-minute address at the second 
city’s Thinktank, using it as an exam¬ 
ple of why Whitehall will not abandon 
the project despite a changing political 
landscape. 

The Transport Secretary’s declara¬ 
tions come a fortnight after the National 
Audit Office warned HS2 may miss its 
2026 opening deadline, while phase 
one could cost £204 million more than 
planned. Mr McLoughlin made brief ref¬ 
erence to the NAO’s report but only to 
say it reaffirmed the case for HS2. 


Delight at homes plan 
for old industrial land 

MORE than 150 new homes will 
be built on former industrial land 
in Smethwick, under new plans. 

Proposals for the 11-acre site in 
Lewisham Road have been submitted 
to Sandwell Council. 

The brownfield land has ‘been cleared, 
levelled and remediated’ according to ap¬ 
plicant Countryside Properties, and is ripe 
for development. 

A design statement submitted as part of 
the planning package says the 155-home 
scheme will boost the character of the local 
area. The houses will be a mixture of two, 
three and four-bedrooms and range from 
two-storey to three-storey. 

They have been welcomed by Council¬ 
lor Preet Gill who said building homes on 
the overhauled site was long overdue. She 
said:“It’s fantastic news to hear of this 
application. Housing in that area is in de¬ 
mand. We’ve had many people coming to us 
in surgeries saying they want to live there.” 

Priorities 

Councillor Gill said any new homes 
which can be built in the borough will be 
welcomed as the council needs to increase 
its housing stock. 

“Also anywhere we can build in Sandwell 
is welcomed as building more houses is one 
of our priorities as a council. The amount 
of people wanting to stay in the area is very 
high and there’s certainly the demand for 
housing there.” 

The planning statement says: “The de¬ 
sign of the scheme reflects the local context 
by making use of building materials that 
are characteristic of the local vernacular, 
as well as creating a well-considered layout 
that responds to the topography of the site 
and creates attractive, well overlooked pub¬ 
lic spaces. 

“It also adds to the character of the con¬ 
servation area by providing an appropriate 
frontage onto the Birmingham Canal and 
creating focal points within the develop¬ 
ment through the provision of landmark 
buildings that emphasise key areas of 
historic significance, as well as the use of 
appropriate building materials that reflect 
the industrial history of the locality.” 

The report continues: “The site is a 
former industrial site that has now been 
cleared and remediated, and is ready for 
development. ”

IT was a red-letter day for more 
than 90 youngsters who got a taste 
of graduation. A total of 91 pupils 
from Rivers Primary Academy 
graduated from children’s univer¬ 
sity on Monday July 11. 

The event was held at Wolver¬ 
hampton University. The children 
wore mortar boards and gowns as 
they went up to receive their award. 
Recipients ranged from bronze (35 
hours of extra-curricular activities) 
to Certificate Gold (200 hours of 
extra-curricular activities). Many 


children had managed to earn so 
many credits, outside of school 
hours, despite the scheme only 
being launched last September. 

With experiences beyond the 
classroom, the children have 
thrown themselves into a huge 
variety of activities - art, magical 
story club, gymnastics, gardening, 
archery and trampolining. They 
also earned additional credits from 
Saturday school, residential trips 
and the breakfast club. Many proud 
parents came along to support their 


youngsters. Mrs King, the head¬ 
teacher, said: “Our children enjoy 
taking part in the scheme and the 
icing on the cake is the graduation 
ceremony at the end of it all when 
all their hard work and dedication 
is rewarded - giving them a taste of 
how it feels for people as they grad¬ 
uate from a real university.” 

“Maybe the children will want 
to go to university and maybe they 
won’t, but the point is they have 
the opportunity to give this a try 
and be the best they can be.” 


Funds boost 
for project 
to improve 
refugees' lot 

A PROJECT that supports vulnerable 
refugees in Sandwell, Dudley and West 
Birmingham has secured vital funding 
that will keep it running. 

Brushstrokes Community Project 
helps people who have fled war, torture 
or persecution in their own country. 
With no access to public funds or ser¬ 
vices, many face homelessness and ex¬ 
treme poverty. 

Thanks to the cash boost from the 
Lottery, Brushstrokes will be able to 
expand their services, creating new jobs 
and volunteering opportunities. 

Teresa Clements, project manager, 
said: “For refugees in the area, support 
from a project like Brushstrokes is es¬ 
sential. Our services prevent hunger 
and homelessness - they save lives. The 
extra funding will mean we can support 
more people.” 

Brushstrokes give out food, toiletries, 
warm clothing and bedding to people 
who have nothing. Their most requested 
item is a baby pack, which provides es¬ 
sentials for the first three months of life. 
They also help people find housing and 
last year they found accommodation for 
every single refugee looking to be re¬ 
housed in the area. 

Volunteers from Brushstrokes provide 
basic English lessons at a time when 
government funding isn’t available for 
six months after arrival and local col¬ 
leges are cutting classes. They also run 
cookery classes and give advice on em¬ 
ployment skills, budgeting, counselling 
and supporting parents of disabled chil¬ 
dren to access vital health care. 

Travellers back 
on playing fields 

TRAVELLERS have set up camp on 
playing fields in West Bromwich for the 
fourth time in two years. 

Caravans were seen by residents gain¬ 
ing access to Churchfields after a con¬ 
crete bollard was removed. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration and economic invest¬ 
ment Councillor Paul Moore blasted the 
‘ridiculous and unacceptable’ intrusion. 

He said: “It’s ridiculous and unaccept¬ 
able to have persistent criminal damage 
being done to the site. It is also ruining 
football pitches, for children for the up¬ 
coming season. 

“We’ll now be working with the police 
to jointly secure the site. If this can’t be 
done as a matter of urgency, we’ll then 
need to go through a legal process to 
evict the travellers through the courts.”

Visitors can meet firefighters and po¬ 
lice officers, tour the station and see the 
engines, response vehicles and equip¬ 
ment.

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Top of the 
region for 
training of 
teenagers 

MORE teenagers in Sandwell re¬ 
ceived offers of education or training 
last year than anywhere in the West 
Midlands, new figures have revealed. 

More than 99 per cent of 16 and 
17-year-olds - almost 7,600 - secured 
offers of education and training in 
2015. The national and regional aver¬ 
age was 94.6 per cent. 

The figure puts Sandwell in the top 
10 areas of the country for the num¬ 
ber of young people continuing their 
education after school. 

Options 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children’s services Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: “We do a huge 
amount of work with young people to 
make sure they make the best of all of 
the options open to them after finish¬ 
ing school. 

“The figure puts us joint seventh 
in the whole country for securing the 
futures of our young people by mak¬ 
ing sure they continue in education. 
The majority of them, 82 per cent, 
had offers on A-Level or other college 
courses, while the rest were offered 
places on other formal training pro¬ 
grammes. 

“We’ve always been particularly 
good at helping our young people to 
become the workforce of the future. 

“It’s down to the young people 
themselves, their parents and car¬ 
ers. I also want to thank everyone 
involved in working with our young 
people in schools, children’s services, 
our employment team and the Con¬ 
nexions team.” 


Hospital void on 
mortality rates 

THE boss of Sandwell Hospital says 
he is determined to get mortality 
rates down at the unit. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the 
trust which runs the hospital, said 
he was not overly concerned about 
deaths at Sandwell General but there 
was always room for improvement. 

Medical director Roger Steadman 
told the latest board meeting the 
trust’s hospital standardised mortal¬ 
ity ratio was 103. The NHS average is 
around 100. 

Mr Steadman said: “Although it is 
above 100 it is not a concerning place 
to be, from the point of view we are 
not experiencing unexpected deaths. 
Less than three per cent are avoida¬ 
ble.” But Mr Lewis said: “What I’m 
focused on is this can get better.” 

Choir finals at 
Symphony Hall

Horror crash driver loses jail appeal 



Killed - Rebecca McManus, aged 21 


A DRIVER who smashed into a bus 
stop and killed a university student 
has been told by senior judges that 
his eight-year jail term was fully de¬ 
served. 

Sukvinder Singh Mannan was 
driving at lOlmph after a high speed 
race when he lost control of his red 
Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution. He 
ploughed into the bus stop on Hagley 
Road, in Quinton, in May 2014. 

The smash killed Rebecca Mc¬ 
Manus, aged 21, from Oldbury, while 
her friend Harriet Barnsley, also then 
21, was catastrophically injured. 

Miss McManus died almost in¬ 
stantly, whereas Miss Barnsley suf¬ 
fered serious brain injuries, a smashed 
pelvis and two collapsed lungs. 

Mannan, 34, of Roundhills Road, 


Halesowen, admitted causing death 
by dangerous driving at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last February. 

He also pleaded guilty to causing se¬ 
rious injury by dangerous driving and 
failing to provide a blood sample fol¬ 
lowing the crash. He was put behind 
bars last December. 

Last Thursday he asked top judges 
at London’s Criminal Appeal Court 
to soften his punishment, claiming 
it was far too tough. Singh later ad¬ 
mitted dangerous driving and was 
jailed for a year. Paramedics who 
confronted Mannan after the smash, 
noticed that he smelt of booze and a 
breath test showed up positive. 

His lawyers argued that there was a 
lack of firm evidence that he had been 
drunk behind the wheel. 


Throwing out his appeal, however, 
Lord Justice Lloyd Jones said of Miss 
Barnsley’s injuries: “She will be seri¬ 
ously disabled for the rest of her life.” 

He added: “It is said that there was 
no clear evidence that a substantial 
amount of alcohol was consumed. 

“We are quite satisfied that there 
was such evidence. The paramedic 
smelt drink on his breath and his 
speech was slurred. 

“People who drive like this and kill 
an innocent young woman, and griev¬ 
ously injure another one, must expect 
to be punished, and punished very 
severely. 

“This appeal is dismissed,” con¬ 
cluded the judge, who was sitting with 
Mr Justice William Davis and Judge 
Gregory Dickinson QC.

Airport figures 
take off again 

PASSENGER numbers hit a new 
monthly high of 1.1 million at Bir¬ 
mingham Airport last month. 

June was the West Midlands’ main 
airport’s 16th consecutive month 
of record-breaking growth. In total 
1,118,452 people were recorded trav¬ 
elling through the airport, up by 13.1 
per cent on the same month last year. 

This equates to 129,000 more pas¬ 
sengers in June and brings the 2016 
running total for passengers using the 
airport to more than 5.2 million so far. 
Both long and short haul routes saw 
significant passenger growth rates. 


Cancer death payout 
for grieving widower 


A WIDOWER says he feels ‘robbed’ of 
10 more years with his wife, after she 
was wrongly diagnosed with irritable 
bowel syndrome, and subsequently 
died of cancer. 

When his wife of 45 years Mary died from 
bowel cancer in 2014, Ron Badham from 
West Bromwich was left devastated, and 
with questions over why it was not identi¬ 
fied when she went to see a consultant at 
Sandwell Hospital back in 2009. 

Mrs Badham had visited her GP with classic 
symptoms of bowel cancer, then aged 65, and been 
referred to Sandwell Hospital to see a specialist. 
However, she was diagnosed, without a colonos¬ 
copy having been performed, as suffering from 
irritable bowel syndrome and sent home with 
tablets. 

Mr Badham, 79, has now received a substan¬ 
tial compensation settlement, after Sandwell and 
West Midlands NHS Trust, admitted its failure to 
carry out this colonoscopy fell below a reasonable 
standard, and therefore admitted breach of duty. 
The case was made against the Trust through 
clinical negligence specialists Hudgell Solicitors. 

Undiagnosed 

An independent oncology expert, who was in¬ 
structed by the firm to study Mrs Badham’s med¬ 
ical reports, concluded that she would have had 
a good chance of being successfully treated, and 
living for at least another 10 years, if the bowel 
cancer had been spotted by the consultant in 
2009. Instead, because it went undiagnosed for 
two further years, it had become more advanced 
and spread to her lymph nodes by the time it was 
found. 

Mr Badham, a retired accountant, is now en¬ 
couraging other families to demand further tests 
when concerned that their loved ones are showing 
symptoms of serious illness, and if necessary take 
legal action. 

He said: “This has been very hard for my¬ 
self, our two sons, and our grandchildren. They 
thought the world of her, and she thought the 
world of them. 

“It is bad enough losing your wife or partner, 
but it’s the circumstances of that loss that are 
hard to accept - that she could have lived longer 
if they’d found the cancer when they should have 
done.”

THERE were plenty of inspira¬ 
tional faces around the tables as 
the University of Wolverhampton 
welcomed some of its honorary 
graduates to a special dinner to 
mark the relaunched Chancel¬ 
lor’s Hall. 

The university welcomed its 
Chancellor, the Rt Hon Lord Paul 
of Marylebone, on his first official 
visit to the renovated hall, as well 
as some of its famous honorary 
graduates. 

These include the heroic Lisa 
Potts-Webb, who 20 years ago 
bravely stepped into the path of 
a machete wielding attacker to 
protect the children at the Blak- 
enhall nursery where she worked. 

Also in attendance was the de¬ 
serving recipient of a honorary 
doctorate, fund-raiser Blind Dave 
Heeley, who became the first 
blind person to complete seven 
marathons in seven days on seven 
different continents back in 2008. 

In 2011 he was honoured by 
the university and made a Doctor 
of letters. “Since then I’ve been 
amazed at how much the univer¬ 
sity has grown, not only nation¬ 
ally but internationally,” he said. 

Dave jokingly added: “It’s 
lovely. I do get a lot of stick from 
the guys at home in West Brom¬ 
wich though, obviously being a 
Baggies fan, but with this from 
Wolverhampton. They nick¬ 
named me Doctor Dingle!” 

Also among the honorary grad¬ 
uates were Anthony Collins, for¬ 
mer CEO of Virgin Trains, David 
Dodd, co-founder of Poundland, 
Mark O’Shea, snake expert, and 
Trevor Leeks of Jaguar Land 
Rover.

A forced marriage, where one or 
both do not consent to the marriage, 
is recognised in the UK as a form of 
violence against women and men, do¬ 
mestic/child abuse and a serious abuse 
of human rights. The calls were be¬ 
tween April 2014 and this March. 

Cyber attack fear 
on mobiles low' 

A TOTAL of 70 per cent of people in 
the West Midlands do not consider 
their mobile phone to be at risk of cy¬ 
ber attacks, according to a new study. 

Many people are also not aware of 
the types of attack their phone might 
be vulnerable to and are not using se¬ 
curity to protect their phone from this 
growing risk. 

The research, carried out by firm 
360 Security, revealed that just seven 
per cent of people are worried about a 
cyber attack.

Ofsted warning over 
extremisim in colleges

COLLEGES are ‘falling 
short’ in protecting stu¬ 
dents from the risk of radi- 
calisation and extremism, a 
report by education watch¬ 
dog Ofsted warns. 

Sandwell College, Dudley Col¬ 
lege of Technology and Walsall 
College were among those visit¬ 
ed as part of a UK-wide moni¬ 
toring programme. 

Inspectors found that some stu¬ 
dents were easily able to bypass 
college online security settings, 
with one having watched an Islamic 
State propaganda video featuring a 
beheading. Others had visited web¬ 
sites selling firearms. 

The six-month investigation ex¬ 
amined how well colleges, sixth- 
forms and other education providers 
have implemented the Prevent coun¬ 
ter-extremism strategy brought in 
for colleges last September. 

Ofsted’s Paul Joyce said there 
was ‘poor practice that I’ve no doubt 
would shock parents and learners 
alike.’ The report was based on spe¬ 
cific visits to 37 further education 
and skills providers combined with 
findings from 46 regular inspections 
or monitoring visits between No¬ 
vember last year and May. 

Inspectors found that general fur¬ 
ther education colleges and sixth- 
form colleges were ‘making good 
progress’ in carrying out the Pre¬ 
vent duties. 

Some had taken a strong line 
on internet access, implementing 
‘stringent firewalls’ and a few even 
blocking internet access on stu¬ 
dents’ personal devices whilst they 
are on college premises. 

Mr Joyce said: “The focused vis¬ 
its and routine inspections were 
conducted at a very early point fol¬ 
lowing the Prevent duty becoming 
mandatory. Providers must now 
work more quickly to ensure that 
learners are protected against the 
threats of radicalisation and extrem- 


Recycling plant hit by major blaze

UP to 60 firefighters were drafted in to tackle a major 
blaze at an Oldbury recycling warehouse. 

Crews from across the region scrambled to the scene 
of the large fire which had broken out at the EMR recy¬ 
cling plant on Union Road. 

West Midlands Fire and Rescue Service confirmed that 
they sent a total of 11 pumps and a hydraulic platform, 
after receiving an emergency call last Tuesday evening. 

The fire service added that the premises had been 
evacuated before they received the call, with all staff 
accounted for at the recycling centre. There were no in¬ 
juries, but West Midlands Ambulance Service paramedic 
Jack Lewis said one person was treated for the effects of 
smoke following the blaze. 


The initial 999 caller was praised on Twitter by Staf¬ 
fordshire and West Midlands Fire Control Room, who 
said: “The caller to the 11 pump fire in Oldbury was 
clear and calm giving precise information enabling call 
to be mobilised to in less than 40 seconds.” 

During the blaze people were advised to avoid the area, 
and nearby homes and businesses were told to keep their 
doors and windows shut. There were no reports of roads 
being closed in the area as a result of the fire. 

The firefighters used breathing apparatus and three 
main jets to extinguish the blaze, and by 9pm they had 
called in to say that good progress was being made in 
tacking the flames, scaling back by 9.15pm. No exact 
cause has yet been identified. 


Cabbie lied 
in effort to 
save licence 
for taxi role 

A CABBIE lied in a bid to avoid two 
speeding tickets and save his private 
hire licence. But 31-year-old Zahoor 
Rehman paid a far higher price after 
the plot was discovered. 

The father of three had only held 
the licence for three months when 
first caught travelling over the limit 
along Sandwell Road, Handsworth on 
September 2, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

His Vauxhall Vectra was pictured 
by a speed camera doing 37mph in the 
30mph zone. When the notice of pros¬ 
ecution arrived he denied being be¬ 
hind the wheel, claiming to have sold 
the vehicle. Rehman had done this but 
almost immediately bought back the 
car without notifying the authorities 
of the further change in ownership, 
said prosecutor Mr Howard Searle. 

Three months later, on December 2, 
the Vectra was pictured speeding once 
more on the same stretch of road and 
so he repeated the lie. 

But police inquiries revealed that 
Rehman was still working as a cabbie 
driving the vehicle he claimed to have 
sold. He already had three penalty 
points when the first offence occurred 
and had been warned that a second 
speeding conviction could lead to his 
licence being suspended. 

Rehman from Greenfield Road, 
Smethwick admitted two offences of 
attempting to pervert the course of 
justice. He was given a four month 
sentence suspended for a year with 
100 hours unpaid work and £400 
costs. He was also £100 with three 
penalty points for the second offence.

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Backing on 
town centre 
Travelodge 
complex bid 

A HOTEL chain has been given back¬ 
ing by planners to build a new com¬ 
plex in West Bromwich town centre. 

Travelodge wants to create its lat¬ 
est hotel in Providence Place next 
to the new West Bromwich Building 
Society base just off the A41, in what 
would be another boost for the town 
centre. The 78-bed complex would 
create more than 100 jobs. 

The scheme has moved a step closer 
after Sandwell Council’s planning 
committee were advised to give it 
their approval. 

According to developers Hinton 
Group, the hotel will create 25 full 
and part-time jobs if it is built, while 
more than 80 jobs will be created dur¬ 
ing construction. 

The firm said the hotel would en¬ 
hance the town centre as it would re¬ 
generate a brownfield site. 

After casting their eyes over the 
plans, officers at the council said the 
arrival of the hotel would be both 
‘complementary and appropriate’.

West Bromwich town centre has 
undergone significant development in 
recent years, which has included the 
opening of the New Square Shopping 
Centre and Tesco as well as hundreds 
of homes.

The 70,00 sq ft five-storey build¬ 
ing, next to the BT regional business 
centre off the A41 island, is home 
to nearly 400 workers at the Black 
Country’s biggest building society.

Sexually abused boy 
was 'sold like goods' 


A SEXUAL abuse victim who was ‘sold like goods’ in 
Birmingham’s red light district has been praised for 
his bravery after reporting the crimes to police. 

The treatment of the boy led to the jailing of nine men, in¬ 
cluding two men from the Black Country - Alan Priest from 


Halesowen and Ian Prestleton 

A three-month trial heard how 
the victim, who complained to 
West Midlands Police in 2009 
and 2010, was stripped, beaten 
and raped. 

The teenager, who cannot be 
identified, had absconded from a 
care home and first spoke to po¬ 
lice in 2009. 

During a later inquiry in 2012, 
the victim was able to direct po¬ 
lice to the offenders. 

Sitting at Warwick Crown 
Court, Judge Sylvia de Bertadano 
said the teenager had been let 
down by the authorities. 

A spokesman for the NSPCC 
said: “Child sexual exploitation 
often exists in the shadows, with 
abusers making their victims feel 
like there is no escape. 

Perpetrators 

“But in this case, the victim’s 
bravery in speaking out was cru¬ 
cial in bringing the perpetrators 
to justice. “It is also vital that 
anyone concerned about a child 
comes forward, as it could help 
save them from further abuse.” 

Priest, 63, of Mucklow Hill, 
was jailed for life with a mini¬ 
mum term of seven years after 
being convicted of two rapes 
and one of sexual activity with 
a child. Prestleton, 54, of High 
Haden Road, received a three- 
year sentence after being con¬ 
victed of sexual activity with a 
child. 

During the trial, Prosecutor 
Rosina Cottage QC said the vic¬ 
tim ran away from a children’s 
home in December 2009, when 
he was 14, and was missing for 
11 days. 

He was then found at Stephen 
Kelly’s home and returned to 
care.

SUPPOSE your house looked a bit the 
worse for the passage of time. I know that 
is unlikely, because you maintain your 
property diligently, keep the garden im¬ 
maculate, and scrub your doorstep spot¬ 
less every morning. But just play with me 
for a while on this one. 

Say your property had been allowed to 
decay for a good few years, and needed 
quite a bit of modernisation. 

Nothing serious, it’s still habitable, but 
now it’s 50, maybe 60 years old, there 
are a fair few jobs that need doing; a new 
heating system here, a bit of rewiring 
there, the odd plumbing and damp-proof¬ 
ing job. 

Anyway, an expert says you probably 
need to spend £30,000 on it. Or if you 
ask nicely, his mate Des, who works in 
the demolition trade, will knock the house 
down for a third of that. 

Now how many of you would say 
“That’s a good idea, it will save us 20 
grand on repairs”? Not many I suspect, 
because then there would be the small 
matter of you not having a house at all. 

Yet this is basically what Dudley Coun¬ 
cil is doing, after announcing plans to 
demolish four tower blocks in the Neth- 
erton. 

The council says urgent maintenance 
work will cost £9 million, whereas it would 
cost just £3 million to flatten them and 
pay off the people who live in them. 

People like 90-year-old Lilly Gough, 
who has lived in her flat for half a cen¬ 
tury, and is heartbroken at the prospect 
of leaving. 

Of course, it is hardly the only local au¬ 
thority to adopt this policy. 

Over the past 20 years, tower-block 
flattening seems to have become some¬ 
thing of a municipal sport. People even 
hold street parties to get into the mood. 

A few years ago Wolverhampton Coun¬ 
cil pulled down the flats at Graiseley, and 
later complained of a shortage of one and 
two bedroom properties in the city. 

But back to Netherton, where the coun¬ 
cil will save £6 million but lose 301 flats. 
That works out at £19,993 a property. 

I realise the council is strapped for 
cash, but it’s a safe bet it will cost a lot 
more to build 200 new homes. 

We are supposed to be living through 
a housing crisis. We’re told we need to 
build 240,000 new homes a year just to 
stand still. 

Which makes knocking down hun¬ 
dreds of homes because they need up¬ 
dating - and I suspect partly because 
they are unfashionable - seem very short¬ 
sighted indeed.

Sheila’s long career 
a real dancing feat 


A celebrated Wolverhampton 
tutor tells reporter JESSICA 
LABHART what it takes to 
have a long career in dance 

SINCE opening her first dance 
school, in Stafford Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton at the age of 14, Sheila 
Groom has gone on to teach hun¬ 
dreds of boys and girls. 

Many of her protegees have gone on 
to secure their own careers in the indus¬ 
try. But what really makes dance such a 
worthwhile career? 

“Well, it began for me really when I was 
five years old. I had whooping cough, and the 
doctor at the time told my parents I should do 
some exercise to try and soothe it. So I started 
going to a very small dance school in Wolver¬ 
hampton, just doing tap, because ballet was a 
bit too far out my parents’ reach financially in 
those days.” 

Sheila, now aged 86, added: “When I was 
around six or seven, I moved schools to be 
taught by Jack Griffiths and Dorothy May. 
That was when I found out about Shirley Tem¬ 
ple, and I would mimic her both in my dancing 
and the costumes that my mother would hand- 
make for me. 

Fees 

“At one point, I’d progressed so much in tap 
that I took the same grade exam as my actual 
teacher, on the same day! That was when my 
parents decided it may be time for me to move 
on. 

“Madame Leminski’s was a ballet school 
based at Birmingham New Street when I 
started taking classes there at 12 years old, 
I think it’s still going, but in Solihull now. I 
went there every day after school - which was 
Prestwood Road School in Heath Town, and 
do a paper round in the morning to pay for 
my dance fees. In my previous dance schools, 
I’d developed a bit of a name for myself but 
at Madame’s, I was a nobody. Not only that, 
but some of the girls that went there had their

own chauffeurs and fur coats. I’d come from 
Bank Street in Park Village - but my mother 
always made sure I looked just as good as the 
wealthy girls - it just took a lot of sewing and 
sequins. My time at Madame’s really drove me 
to work as hard as I could so I could be just 
as good as the more privileged dancers. I used 
to save up all my money so I could go to the 
six week residential session at Maude Wells’ 
school in Forest Gate, London. 

“Ms Wells had said she had followed my ca¬ 
reer since I was an infant and she wanted me 
to go to her from the age of 12, but we couldn’t 
afford it. So every summer I would go to her 
classes, to keep learning and developing. I kept 
going to London in the summer, and stayed at 
Madame’s school until I was 22, whilst run¬ 
ning my own school at the same time. 

“Running the school was dead easy in those 
days, in comparison to how it is now. The ma¬ 


jority of the girls were beginners, so you could 
teach them all the same material at the same 
time. Now, not only are so many girls and boys 
coming to me at different standards, but they 
come with their own expectation of what danc¬ 
ing is, and that doesn’t always match what the 
rigorous training schedule has to be in order 
for them to pass the proper exams. 

“Now, I often ask the students to bring in a 
piece of music they want to dance to, particu¬ 
larly for their freestyle exams, so I can chop it 
and change it and create steps that go with it. 
We didn’t really have that kind of freedom in 
the old days. 

“When I was 23, I got married and decided 
to have a family. Though I was asked to be¬ 
come an official examiner for the national 
dance board at that time, I declined it because 
I didn’t want to neglect my two young sons or 
my husband, so I really focussed on my char¬ 


ity work, and got involved in the Newsvendors 
Benevolent Fund ‘Old Ben’ as well as the may¬ 
or’s various charities throughout the years 
and later, the MS society. 

Among Sheila’s achievements are the Brit¬ 
ish Empire Medal she was awarded two years 
ago. But she said: “For me, it’s all about the 
children. 

“I’ve always believed that, whether you 
make a career out of it or not, dance will set 
you in good stead for the rest of your life. Just 
being able to listen and interpret and enjoy 
music, being able to follow instruction, hav¬ 
ing the discipline and commitment to attend 
classes, and aiming to achieve the best you can 
are skills that everyone still needs, even today. 

“Dance is something that everyone can do, 
but it takes a lot of hard work to do it well, 
and like anything in life, the amount of effort 
you put in is translated into the result you get 
at the end.” 

Result 

Sheila is a life member of both the Royal 
Academy of Dance and the International 
Dance Teachers Association, an Associate 
Member of the Imperial Society of Teachers 
of Dancing and a Member of the Guild of Pro¬ 
fessional Teachers of Dance, Movement to 
Music and Dramatic Arts. She has a Certifi¬ 
cate of Excellence from the Mayor of the City 
of Wolverhampton, a Bronze Award from the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society for charity work and 
the Samaritan Award from the Newsvendors 
Benevolent Fund. 

But it has not been without its mishaps, as 
she explains: “When I was performing at the 
Grand in the pantomime in the 1940s, a group 
of lads I used to go ice-skating with decided to 
come and watch the show. Except, when they 
arrived, they stole one of the applause boxes 
from the side of the stage, so whenever I ap¬ 
peared on stage, there was this thunderous 
applause - which was highly embarrassing! 

“On another occasion, I had this ballet cos¬ 
tume which was threaded with fairy lights. 
Whilst I was dancing, the lights fused, and in 
the confusion I performed a grand jete (a bal¬ 
let leap) but in the wrong direction, so I ended 
up facing the back of the stage.”

Ex-fireman on mission to find kayaker 


DURING a very wet and cold evening in 
February 1977 I was involved in a rescue 
from the River Severn in Ironbridge, Shrop¬ 
shire.

The two occupants of the kayak hit a 
submerged tree branch and trapped one of 
them, Brian Springthorpe, in the wreck¬ 
age.

He was 
just about able to hold his head above water.

No blues on 
choice with 
such variety 

REVIEW

Birmingham & Solihull Jazz & Blues 
Festival, various venues 
WITH dozens of gigs all over the West 
Midlands conurbation, this annual 10-day 
festival can prove a challenge in deciding 
what to see and do. 

So the diversity of genres and venues means careful 
planning is required, with the festival over the years 
having expanded into Solihull, Sutton Coldfield and 
the Black Country. 

Not straying too far from the centre of Brum seemed 
a safe bet for the first weekend, which alone featured 
more than 60 concerts and other events. 

Friday evening, traditionally the time when the fes¬ 
tival gets into its stride, saw Italian group Pepper & 
The Jellies evoke the bluesy side of 1920s and 1930s 
jazz in front of a sparse but enthusiastic audience at 
the Marriott Hotel. 

Lead vocalist Pepper, otherwise known as llenia 
Appicciafuoco, showed just how her singing talents 
have grown over the three years the group have been 
playing the festival. 

Across Five Ways Island, Park Regis hotel stole the 
show with the breathtaking panoramic views from 
its 17th-floor bar where a top-notch quartet led by 
saxman Robert Fowler and featuring Paul Sawtell 
(keyboards), Tom Hill (bass) and Miles Levin (drums) 
manfully battled against the acoustics of the room. 
The festival is all about contrasts, and along Hagley 
Road at The Dog in Warley, a pleasing mix of pop and 
rock covers from The Quiet Men kept the lively Friday 
night pub crowd entertained. 

Saturday, and we revisited the glory days of New 
Orleans as Les Zauto Stompers de Paris mixed rau¬ 
cous music with affectionate humour at The Brass- 
house in Broad Street. There was just time to catch a 
few heartfelt numbers by Americana-influenced The 
Humors (they’re actually from Scotland) at Hampton 
by Hilton before The Catfish Kings stormed their way 
through some of the best known and more obscure 
examples of fifties rock ‘n’ roll in the garden at the 
Blue Piano in Edgbaston. The band’s infectious and 
slick style attracted a capacity crowd the following 
day at the Fiddle & Bone in Sheepcote Street. 

And then it was time to wallow in the awesome tal¬ 
ents of veteran trumpeter legend Digby Fairweather, 
who enthralled all at the Slug & Lettuce. 

Just across Broad Street, at the Solomon Cutler, the 
‘comedy jazz’ of Dutch outfit The Busquitos put a 
smile on everyone’s face at the end of a very suc¬ 
cessful weekend. 

Still to come are the Remi Harris Trio, the Sarah 
Lenka Band, The Schwings, Tipitina, Pete Hyde & The 
Viellards, the David Moore Band, Sauce City Jazz, the 
Grey Goose Blues Band, the Lee Jones Trio, C-Jam, 
the Millennium Eagle Jazz Band, Florence Joelle and 
many, many more. 

The festival ends on Sunday evening with what pro¬ 
moter Jim Simpson describes as The Final Fling fea¬ 
turing Hotsy Totsy Five at Hampton by Hilton.

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A MULTI-MILLION pound pro¬ 
ject to tackle congestion at a 
notoriously busy roundabout is 
no nearer to getting started, the 
leader of Sandwell Council has 
admitted. 

Steve Eling said he was frustrat¬ 
ed over the lack of movement on the 
planned overhaul of the Birchley Is¬ 
land in Oldbury. 

It was hoped work could have started by 
the end of last year, but drivers still regu¬ 
larly find themselves stuck in jams at the 
roundabout which leads onto the M5. A 
bid for funding has been submitted to the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP) but there has been no decision 
yet. 

Councillors have approved ‘hamburger’ 
island plans which would see it split into 
two in a bid to ease congestion. If and when 
the work begins, it is expected to take two 
years to complete. 

Capacity 

Councillor Eling said: “It hasn’t moved. 
It seems a long-winded process to me but 
that’s the way the funding submission 
works. Something has got to be done to 
increase the capacity for that junction. 
It is one of the major road junctions in 
Sandwell, not just because of the motorway 
but the major crossroads as well.” 

Birchley Island is used by around 92,000 
drivers a day. Queues regularly build up 
during rush hour, particularly on the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road side heading towards 
the M5. 

An overhaul of the roundabout has been 
backed by people who use it - with 83 per 
cent of the public, motorists and businesses 
in favour of the congestion-busting meas¬ 
ure. Under the masterplan, details of which 
were first revealed more than two years 
ago, Wolverhampton Road will be recon¬ 
structed so it passes through the current 
island in both directions. There will also be 
four lanes from junction two of the M5 to 
and from Birchley Island.

A BEATEN candidate for the leader¬ 
ship of Sandwell Council has revealed 
she plans to take both Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil and the Labour Party to court. 

Councillor Yvonne Davies met with 
a QC in London on Monday to prepare 
her legal challenge. It follows a con¬ 
troversial vote at the authority which 
saw her pipped to the post of leader by 
Steve Eling. 

At a first vote for the leadership in 
May the pair each received 34 votes. 
However, when the ballot was re-run, 
11 councillors were told they could 
not take part due to subscription is¬ 
sues - and Councillor Eling won by 36 
votes to 23. 

Councillor Davies said: “I can con¬ 
firm I will be taking both the Labour 
Party and the council to court. I’m 
determined that my rightful success 
at the ballot on the Friday will be 
recognised and I will be the leader of 
Sandwell Council.” Councillor Eling, 
the Labour Party and Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil declined to comment. 


work over the next few days. 

No injuries were reported. Fire 
crews had arrived at the scene just 
after 9.15am.

There was reports of a drain 
that had exploded and black smoke 
was seen in Manor Road. 

“We sent two fire engines, one from 
Tipton and one from Oldbury, total¬ 
ling eight fire fighters. The explosion 
had split the cable in two, and at that 
point we had put up a safety cordon. 

“Western Power Distribution were 
then formulating a plan to repair the 
damaged cable.” 

WPD crews had cut a hole in the 
pavement which was cordoned off.

MARTIN HARROWER 

E-rostering manager 



A ROLE in the NHS was a 
case of coming full circle for 
E-Rostering Manager Mar¬ 
tin Harrower, who started 
his career in nursing before 
choosing to move into IT. 

After training to be a nurse 
when he was a teenager, Martin 
got his first role in the NHS on an 
intensive care ward. 

“During my time in intensive care I 
saw only the most gravely-ill patients, 
and inevitably some of them passed 
away while they were with us. I found 
that very hard to witness and deal 
with, and decided nursing was not for 
me.” 

Martin, aged 55, is a former coun¬ 
cillor for Pheasey in Walsall where 
he lives, decided to follow his passion 
and got a job where he could build and 
maintain computers. 

“I started as an IT Support Special¬ 
ist for a company called SMART but 
there was not sufficient work for me 
to concentrate on building PCs, so I 
became a support desk officer.” 

Experience 

Coincidentally, it was while he was 
working at SMART that he began his 
route back into the NHS. 

“SMART specialises in e-rostering 
for hospitals, which helps staff en¬ 
sure that wards are fully staffed with 
nurses with the correct experience 
and skills to fulfil the roles required. 
We are service providers to the wards, 
to ensure they are equipped with the 
staff they need to care for patients 
safely. The more help that we can give 
to them, the better the service will be.” 

Martin, who was born in Falkirk 
in Scotland, recently decided to trace 
back through his family history and 
found some very interesting results. 


“My surname is Harrower which 
comes from harrowing the ground, 
which is a medieval practice to clear 
ground ready for crops to be planted. 

“The name is quite common in the 
central belt of Scotland which is where 
I come from. It is fascinating that I 
have been able to trace my family back 
well into the 1600s to all different 
areas of the country.” 

While researching, he discovered 
that his great, great uncle had a par¬ 
ticularly dangerous job that would not 
even be considered possible today. 

“He would put thick leathers on, 
which were soaked in water, and he 
would run into a kiln and grab the 
bricks that were set. 

“He would take in another set of 
bricks while doing this to ensure that 
there was always a cycle of bricks 
being made and this also kept the kiln 


running. I still have the leathers that 
he used to wear and they are so un¬ 
believably thick that you cannot bend 
them, plus they also have all of the 
burn and scorch marks.” 

In his spare time Martin is a keen 
photographer and hopes to further de¬ 
velop his skill. “I recently had one of 
my photographs depicting a reflection 
of a canal basin in London exhibited in 
a public gallery. The Trust currently 
has a photographic competition run¬ 
ning as part of the anticipation of the 
Midland Met hospital. 

“Anyone can enter and entries 
are judged on a monthly basis. It’s a 
great idea for local people who want to 
capture images of the Trust for pub¬ 
lication in a book and for permanent 
display when the new hospital opens.”

Karen's the very fabric 
of trade after market 


TRADERS from a market in the 
Black Country have spoken of their 
hope for the future in spite of its clo¬ 
sure after 40 years. 

Cradley Heath Market was left 
with just one stallholder in recent 
weeks after traders abandoned the 
place, moving into nearby shop units 
in the Market Square. 

Out of the 10 shops, four are now 
owned by former traders from the 
market hall. 

These include outlets for pet food, 
flowers and giftware, and a fishmon¬ 
gers. A former carpet stall has also 
joined forces with the pet and flower 
shop to share the unit. 

Gary Link, who moved his busi¬ 
ness Pier 39 to a unit on the market 
square last August, said trade had 
come on ‘leaps and bounds’. He ex¬ 
plained: “I started in the market in 
1989. 


“It was sad to see its closure but 
then since moving here gradually 
more and more shops have been 
filled and more footfall comes in. 
It’s great that we have a community 
spirit around here.” 

Oyster Properties say they are 
now in talks with big retailers Asda 
and Lidl over the future of the mar¬ 
ket. Concerns were raised earlier 
this year about falling footfall at the 
40-capacity market hall, despite a 
five-figure investment by the prop¬ 
erty group. 

Karen Salter, from Beautiful 
Bounty ladies wear, said: “It is a 
great position that we are in and 
trade has picked up so much since 
we moved here in March.” 

The owner of Petals and Pets said 
business was still a struggle at times 
but better advertising was now 
needed.

Guns out for change 
in school name plan 

A SANDWELL councillor has hit out at plans to change 
the name of a West Bromwich primary school. 

Controversial plans were announced last month to 
change the name of Guns Village School following an 
increase in gun crime in Birmingham and the Black 
Country. 

Councillor Jackie Taylor, of Greets Green and Lyng 
ward, said she did not understand the ‘ludicrous’ pro¬ 
posal. She said: “As soon as I was contacted by one of 
my constituents about the plans I wrote a letter to the 
head teacher and the head governor who are yet to reply 
back to me. 

“I can say from a councillor’s perspective that I think 
it is ludicrous that this has been proposed in this day and 
age. Guns Village Primary School has had this name for 
over one hundred years. I am very disappointed that this 
decision has been made and would like it resolved before 
the end of the summer term.” 

Parents at the Hanbury Road school also launched a 
petition against the name change in recent weeks - col¬ 
lecting more than 250 signatures within days. 


Minister is 
called on to 
review case 
of attacker 


THE new Justice Secretary has been urged 
to review the case of a ‘dangerous and im¬ 
mature’ West Bromwich man whose crimes 
included attacking a blind teenager. 

Luke Byron Footman, aged 25, was locked up in¬ 
definitely for public protection - which is almost 
identical to a life term - in May 2010 at Birmingham 
Crown Court. 


He was told he would be 
behind bars for a minimum 
of 21 months, but has served 
more than three times that 
because the authorities have 
refused to free him. 

Footman admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm, 
robbery and attempted 
robbery - all committed in 
2009. 

His crimes included at¬ 
tacking a blind teenager 
near Rowley Regis railway 
station, in April that year. 

He punched and kicked 
a 41-year-old man with 
Aspergers and stole his be¬ 
longings, in July, and waved 
a knife at a taxi driver after 
trying to steal his sat nav in 
August. 

Footman, of Phoenix 
Street, appeared over a 
video link from prison at 
London’s Criminal Appeal 
Court on Friday. 

In a bid to have Footman 
set free, his lawyers argued 
he should never have been 
jailed indefinitely because 
he was ‘not dangerous’. He 
should either have been sent 
to a psychiatric hospital, or 
been given a ‘less Draco¬ 
nian’ sentence if he was con¬ 
sidered to pose a risk. 

After hearing evidence 
from a psychiatrist, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Gilbart said his case

‘requires anxious consider¬ 
ation’ by Justice Secretary, 
Liz Truss. 

The court heard he has 
attacked a fellow inmate 
whilst behind bars, and has 
repeatedly set fire to his cell. 

During a brief spell at 
a mental hospital, he was 
threatening towards staff 
and other patients and van¬ 
dalised property. The judge, 
sitting with Lord Justice 
Davis and Judge Martyn 
Zeidman QC, said the ev¬ 
idence suggests Footman 
is now in need of hospital 
treatment. 

Formally dismissing his 
appeal, however, the judge 
said: “Here, the court had 
ample material to show that 
Footman posed a risk to oth¬ 
ers. Indeed, on the weight of 
the evidence, it would have 
been almost impossible to 
make any other finding, 
given what was in the re¬ 
ports before the judge at the 
time.” 

Urging Mrs Truss to look 
into Footman’s case, he 
added: “We would like to 
place on record that there 
are serious questions raised 
about whether prison is the 
right place for him.”

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD girl was 
put in isolation at her prima¬ 
ry school for having beads 
in her hair - a punishment 
branded ‘ridiculous’ by her 
mother. 

Miah-Lee Walters arrived as 
usual at Pheasey Park Farm Pri¬ 
mary near Great Barr on Monday 
July 4. 

But when teachers saw she had 
beads in her hair they telephoned her 
mother Andrena Walters immediately 
to say they needed to be taken out for 
safety reasons. 

Miss Walters, 25, a dental nurse 
formally of Great Barr but now of Bil- 
ston, initially agreed until Miah-Lee 
came home at the end of the day re¬ 
vealing she had been put in isolation 
away from her friends for the day. 

She said: “Miah came and told me 
she had been isolated for an entire day 
and made to do colouring. She had 
to stand outside with a teacher and 
watch all of the other kids play. 

Refusing 

“She was really upset and distraught 
at not being allowed to be with her 
friends. How is her hairstyle affecting 
her learning, that’s what I want some¬ 
body to explain. It is ridiculous.” 

Miss Walters who is of Jamaican or¬ 
igin has now decided to take a stand 
over the matter. 

Initially she sent Miah-Lee into 
school knowing she would have to 
spend the day on her own but now has 
risked criminal action by refusing to 
send her in. She claims since Monday 
the school policy has ‘miraculously’ 
changed to prohibit beads despite not 
stating so before. 

Now Miss Walters, who also has a 
one-year-old son, has declared she 
is pulling Miah-Lee out of Pheasey 
Park Farm for the next school year. 
She added: “How can you punish a 


child for having beads in her hair. It’s 
our culture. That is what we grew up 
with. I went to school with beads in my 
hair. I think it is backwards now. Kids 
aren’t allowed to express themselves. 
It’s not right. 

“There is an underlying problem 
with this school. How can you put a 
little kid of five in isolation. The rules 
and regulations are ridiculous. It is 
disgusting. Miah-Lee will not be at¬ 
tending here in September.” 

Headteacher Sally Lanni stood by 


the school’s safety policy which she 
admitted had been updated recently. 

She said: “We will not compromise 
children’s safety for fashion reasons. 

“Our policy which has been en¬ 
dorsed by Ofsted clearly states; fash¬ 
ion items or items which compromise 
safety are not permitted in children’s 
hair. I can confirm that our policy was 
updated at the last governors meeting 
on June 23 however, this was to make 
it more explicit to all parents what is 
and is not allowed.”

Newly-wed Matthew was 
one in a million, says widow

“I LOST a piece of myself I won’t ever get 
back.” The words of Matthew Harding’s wid¬ 
ow, after he was mowed down and killed by 
an underage driver. 

Danielle and Matthew Harding married just over 
a week before he was killed after being struck by a 
car driven by a 16-year-old while working in a Cose- 
ley street. 

Mr Harding, a father from 
Oldbury, was hit by a Cit¬ 
roen Picasso as he worked 
on a communications box 
with colleague Jermaine Bu¬ 
chanan on July 20 last year. 

The vehicle careered into 
the two Virgin Media tech¬ 
nicians at the corner of Jack 
Holden Avenue, Woodcross. 

Mr Harding was taken to 
hospital but later died. His 
co-worker suffered several 
injuries but has since re¬ 
covered. The 17-year-old, 
who was 16 at the time and 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, has started a four- 
and-a-half year sentence. 

The youth had been driv¬ 
ing at 47mph in the residen¬ 
tial area and had smoked 
cannabis the night before. 

He admitted causing 
death by dangerous driving 
and was jailed at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. He 
also pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing serious injury by danger¬ 
ous driving and was banned 
from the road for seven 
years and two months. 



Tragically killed - Matthew 

Matthew’s wife Danielle 
described her late husband 
as ‘one in a million’ in 
statement released by police 
following the sentencing. 

“Matt was the most love¬ 
able person you could ever 
come across - he was one in 
a million,” she said. “Every 
day he woke up with that 
big beaming smile he had on 
his face.” 

In a statement, Mr Har¬ 
ding’s mother Beryl, said: 
“Our life without Matthew 
is broken. He is the missing 
piece of our jigsaw that will 
never be found.”

AN occupational therapist has 
been suspended for 12 months 
on grounds of lack of com¬ 
petence whilst employed at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust. 

Nahashon Ngugi Ngugi was sus¬ 
pended by a panel from the Health 
Care Professionals Council conduct 
and competence committee after it 
heard that concerns were raised by 
colleagues about his practice. 

Issues raised included poor record-keep¬ 
ing, inadequate collaborative working and 
insufficient reasoning. With no significant 
progress made, a capability process was 
then initiated. 

The panel further heard that Ngugi 
Ngugi had a number of periods of sick leave 
throughout the capability process, during 
which further concerns were identified. On 
February 27, 2014 he went on sick leave 
and did not return to work. The capability 
process was never finalised and the matters 
were not resolved before he left the Trust. 

Assessment 

Panel chair Julien Weinberg said: “Given 
that no programme to improve performance 
has been completed, the panel is satisfied 
that there is a real risk of repetition of his 
lack of competence. In these circumstances 
the panel finds that there are current con¬ 
cerns relating to the registrant’s conduct.” 

The HCPC’s report on Ngugi Ngugi re¬ 
vealed concerns dating back to July 2013. 

The earliest issue raised was on June 
25, 2013, he didn’t carry out or record an 
assessment of a patient, and recorded an 
inappropriate discharge plan. 

The panel concluded that in light of the 
limited current information about Ngugi 
Ngugi’s health and circumstances, a sus¬ 
pension order of 12 months was the neces¬ 
sary and proportionate sanction. The order 
will be reviewed again before its expiry on 
July 29 next year. Ngugi Ngugi was not 
present nor represented at the hearing.

Gotta catch 'em all in 
the Pokemon hotspots 


MOBILE phone in hand, mov¬ 
ing quickly from landmark to 
landmark and cheering spon¬ 
taneously in the street. 

Millions of people are joining the 
new phenomenon - Pokemon Go 
which is sweeping through the country 
after its launch last week. 

The aim of the game is to capture, 
battle, and train virtual Pokemon 
who appear throughout the real world 
via the player’s device’s GPS system 
and camera. It uses the location of 
the player’s phone/device to pin-point 
where the nearest checkpoints (called 
PokeStops) and animated Pokemon 
characters are.

The event, Harry’s Potter, was 
in aid of four-year-old Harry Mor- 
gan-Shirley from Codsall. 

People were able to choose to take 
part in an 18-mile walk, an 18-mile 
run or a 35-mile cycle ride between the 
Princess Royal Hotel in Telford to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Nick Holding, organiser, said he 
was ‘thrilled’ with how well the event 
went. “There was a great atmosphere 
and everyone was very enthusiastic,” 
he said. “This is the fifth year we have 
been doing the fundraiser now and 


we are already making plans on how 
we can make it bigger and better next 
year.” 

The charity trek has so far raised 
more than £65,000 over four years. 

Nick added: “This year we had four 
runners taking part - one of them fin¬ 
ished the route in less than two hours 
which was impressive. We also had 
about 70 cyclists and some were very 
good. However it was not a competi¬ 
tive event and most took it easy. 

“As well as raising money for Harry, 
there are 14 other charities being sup¬ 
ported by people taking part in the 
walk.” 

Harry’s mother works at the PRH 
and the money will go towards him 
receiving life-changing surgery to help 
him to walk.

food rules for children 



Five-a-day should mean five vegetables, and the occasional fruit, according to the new book on food for children 



The book uses traffic lights to separate good and bad foods Sport and exercise scientist Professor Tim Noakes

JUST when you’d managed to get 
the kids eating their five-a-day 
fruit and veg, and cutting down 
on saturated fat, a new book is 
claiming that’s not quite the right 
way to go. 

A trio of experts insist that while 
vegetables are indeed good for kids, 
fruit should only be eaten in modera¬ 
tion because of its high sugar content, 
but they can eat as much cream, but¬ 
ter and cheese as they like. 

Chef Jonno Proudfoot, who wrote the 
book Super Food For Superchildren with 
sport and exercise scientist Professor Tim 
Noakes and paediatric dietitian Bridget 
Surtees, says: “If the authorities suggest 
five fruits and five vegetables are the same 
thing, I think they’ve made the rules too 
simple. 

“Five fruits is certainly better than five 
cokes, but five vegetable portions will be in¬ 
finitely better. I think five-a-day could live 
harmoniously within this realm of eating, 
provided it was five veggies and an occa¬ 
sional fruit.” 

And as for the long-demonised saturated 
fat, the authors insist early studies suggest¬ 
ing ‘saturated fat is bad’ were “flawed and 
contradictory”, pointing out that the argu¬ 
ment saturated fat raises blood cholesterol 
concentrations which directly cause heart 
disease is “at best a gross oversimplifica¬ 
tion and at worst just plain wrong”, and 
that children need fat for healthy growth 
and development. 

The book, which features plenty of 
healthy, low-sugar recipes for children, 
identifies three ‘golden rules’ for children’s 
eating, largely based on nutritional advice 
outlined in the authors’ first book, for 
adults, The Real Meal Revolution. 

The rules are simply: no added sugar; no 
refined carbs; keep it real. 

No added sugar 

It’s been known for decades that high 
sugar consumption causes dental problems 
and is a cause of obesity, says the book, 
which points out that sugar offers no nutri¬ 
tional benefit, but is addictive and too much 
over the long-term can lead to health prob¬ 
lems including diabetes, and complications 
linked to obesity including heart disease 
and strokes. 

The World Health Organisation recom¬ 
mends a total of three to eight teaspoons 
of sugar a day for children, depending on 
age, but the book advises aiming for the 
lower end, promising that following the no 
added sugar rule will make an “unimagina¬ 
ble difference” to a child’s long-term health 
and wellbeing, and stressing: “How bad is 
sugar? To put it in perspective, think of it 
as cocaine for your kids.” 

No refined carbs 

Refined carbs are carbohydrates that 
have been broken down during food pro¬ 
cessing. A good example of a refined carb is 
flour, which is created when a grain, usually 
wheat, is finely ground. This removes the 
fibrous outer layer, which contains most of 


its vitamins and minerals, and the remain¬ 
ing glucose spikes blood glucose levels, says 
the book, while providing little or no nutri¬ 
tional value. The authors point out that if a 
child eats a bowl of sugar-coated rice-based 
cereal, for example, the refined carbs in the 
rice will break down to sugar too, so the 
child effectively eats a bowl of sugar. 

“This is the path to future obesity and ill- 
health, so steer clear of all refined carbs,” 
they advise. 

Keep it real 

Real, non-processed whole foods are the 
basis of healthy eating, says the book, point¬ 
ing out that processed foods are packed 
with sugars and refined carbs, plus various 
additives “that really shouldn’t be passing 


through your child’s body”. 

Food traffic lights 

The book divides foods into Red, Orange 
and Green lists, which indicate how often 
they should be eaten by children aged over 
three who are a healthy weight. 

Green: Children can eat freely: vegetables 
(apart from potatoes), eggs, all meats, poul¬ 
try, game, fish and shellfish, butter, double 
cream, hard and soft cheeses (for calcium), 
cream cheese. 

Orange: Children should only consume in 
moderation: all whole and dried fruit, pota¬ 
toes, grains such as rice, quinoa and oats, 
honey. 

Red: Children should avoid wherever 
practical: all confectionery, ice-cream, 


crisps, commercial breakfast cereals, all 
breads made from grains containing gluten, 
commercially-breaded or battered food like 
chicken nuggets, highly-processed sausages 
and luncheon meats, all soft drinks and 
fruit juices. 

If this new way of eating seems daunting, 
Proudfoot says introducing it gradually is a 
lot better than not doing it at all. 

“It would be best to dive right in, but 
there can only be benefits to removing even 
the smallest amounts of sugar and refined 
carbs from one’s diet,” he explains.

Making the 
right choice 
for a secure 
retirement 

ARE you heading for a comfortable retirement? Many 
people aged 55 and over now have more choice when it 
comes to how they splash their retirement cash, thanks 
to the new pension freedoms launched last year. 

But new research suggests that, far from looking 
forward to spending money on far-flung holidays or 
investing in properties, many over-55s are simply wor¬ 
ried about how they will get by in their later years. 

A survey of people in this age group found nearly 
one in three (30 per cent say their financial situation is 
already “uncomfortable”. 

Meanwhile, 42 per cent are worried about running 
out of cash in retirement and 44 per cent are concerned 
about their future financial security. 

The retirement freedoms, introduced in April 2015, 
give over-55s a greater ability to use their pension pot 
as they wish, rather than being required to use their 
pot to buy a retirement income called an annuity. 

Alongside the reforms, the 
free, impartial Pension Wise 
guidance service has been 
launched, to help people de¬ 
cide how to make the most of 
the freedoms. 

But Experian’s research 
suggests that many people 
planning to take money from 
their retirement pot early will 
use it to make ends meet. 

Around one in six (16 per 
cent) over-55s surveyed are 
likely to withdraw some 
money from their pension pot 
early, before they reach retire¬ 
ment age. More than one in three (36 per cent) are 
considering to use the cash to support day-to-day living 
costs, while 27 per cent plan to pay off debts. 

Meanwhile, 15 per cent of over-55s admit they do not 
understand what the financial options are as a result of 
the pension freedoms, according to Experian’s research 
among more than 1,800 people in this age group. 

Nici Audhlam-Gardiner, managing director at Saga 
Investment Services, describes the findings as “con¬ 
cerning” adding: “Our research shows that 55 per cent 
of over-50s expect to retire later than they did five 
years ago, or have put their retirement on hold.” 

She continues: “Many also under-estimate how long 
they may live, and how long their retirement money 
needs to last them. 

“When it comes to accessing retirement savings, peo¬ 
ple should take care to look at the tax implications of 
withdrawing too much in one go, and if possible seek 
advice to make sure that whatever they can spare is 
invested so it keeps earning before it’s needed.” 

Here are some tips from Experian for taking con¬ 
trol of your money management in and approaching 
retirement: 

1. Know what you can 
afford. 

Make use of online budg¬ 
eting tools or get help from 
bodies such as Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau if you need help 
in planning your finances. 
If you take out credit, make 
sure you’ll be able to afford to 
repay what you owe on time 
and in full each month - bear¬ 
ing in mind that your dispos¬ 
able income may reduce when 
you decide to retire. 

2. Can the Bank of Mum 
and Dad afford it. 

More than a quarter of over-55s have supported 
someone else to buy a property, according to previous 
research from Experian. This is despite one in six (15 
per cent) of those who have supported someone else 
saying they are “not at all” financially comfortable 
themselves. If you are considering supporting a family 
member financially, ensure you realistically have the 
flexibility in your finances to do so and that your fi¬ 
nancial wellbeing won’t suffer in the future as a result. 

3. Just because you retire doesn’t mean your 
credit score does. 

Although you might have paid off your mortgage and 
be virtually debt-free, you may wish to access small 
amounts of credit in the future. Keep your credit score 
in shape by regularly checking your credit report and 
consider using a small amount of credit wisely each 
month. 

4. Share your knowledge. 

Financial stability in later life often results from 
careful planning. It’s important that younger people 
don’t turn a blind eye to the future and get on top of 
their finances at an early age to give them the flexibil¬ 
ity to plan for the future. Try to ensure you are playing 
your part and help them learn from your experiences 
- be they good or bad. 

5. Be fraud aware. 

Fraudsters are increasingly targeting older people 
with scams to invest cash into fake schemes that can 
seem very convincing. Be extra-vigilant in protecting 
your information online - always use strong, unique 
passwords for your online accounts, never share bank 
or other sensitive details via email, and check your 
bank statements and credit report for unusual activity.

Dawn has to rethink 
her whole future 


W ho was it that claimed there 
are no good roles for women 
over a certain age, and that 
females are under-represented in TV 
drama? 

Clearly they haven’t been watching 
British telly recently, where the likes of 
Happy Valley, Vera, Marcella and From 
Darkness, to name but a few, have 
garnered acclaim and great ratings in 
equal measure. 

Brief Encounters, which started four 
weeks ago, can now be added to that 
impressive list. 

Set in the drab surroundings of the 
unemployment-hit Sheffield of 1982, it 
charts the lives of a group of women as 
they attempt to spice up their existences 
and earn extra, much-needed money by 
hosting parties selling exotic lingerie 
and what are euphemistically described 
as ‘marital aids’. 

One of the few members of the cast 
who remember the period in which 
the series is set is Penelope Wilton 
who, in 1982, was appearing in Major 
Barbara at London’s National Theatre. 

“Major Barbara was directed by 
Peter Gill and was a wonderful play by 


Shaw,” says Wilton when asked for her 
memories of that era. “I was at the 
National for a long time. 

“We didn’t have social media but 
there were a lot of other things going 
on. No one was innocent after the war. 
I think it was a more informed time. 

I’m not entirely sure that more 
availability has made anyone any 
more informed - in fact, quite the 
contrary.” 

The Downton Abbey veteran plays 
Pauline, a housewife who loves her 
social-climbing husband Brian but is 
unfulfilled by her meek and mild role 
in life. 

“She has been the stay-at-home 
wife without seemingly much going on 
in her life,” explains Wilton. “She’s quite 
a solitary person who seems to have 
a sadness about her. She meets other 
friends; they have coffee and attend 
the odd Rotary Club dinner or play 
Bridge. She feels there is nothing 
remarkable about her as a person. 

She has simply fitted in. 

“Pauline lives this solitary life, but 
she comes to realise with the friends 
she has made through the parties that 


she has a support, which she is very 
grateful for.” 

Pauline would have loved to have 
been a mother, and her relationship 
with Dawn gives her an opportunity to 
create a sort of surrogate family, which 
is one of the delights of the 
programme. 

“Her relationship with Dawn, who 
she meets in the hairdresser’s, 
becomes very important,” reveals the 
actress. “Dawn needs a temporary 
home so Pauline takes her in and 
finds she really enjoys having these 
younger people in the house. 

“It doesn’t go down very well with 
her husband Brian who is used to 
having things in order and an ordered 
lifestyle. Then this new situation 
disrupts his world. But, of course, it 
gives Pauline a role to play and she 
finds that very invigorating and 
satisfying.” 

In this week’s episode, she will no 
doubt have to offer Dawn a shoulder 
to cry on and a few well-chosen 
comforting words as her lodger learns 
that Russell is beginning to get cold 
feet about their wedding.

WHEN I saw the flyer, pinned 
to the village notice board, an¬ 
nouncing that a new Italian res¬ 
taurant was opening in the vil¬ 
lage, I was beyond excited. 

For sure, we at Tettenhall already 
have Steve Bull’s Bravaccio’s, and 
mighty fine it is too, but something 
about the name of Little Italy told 
me that it was altogether more rustic, 
more homely. 

Well, I’ve eaten at Little Italy now about 
10 times, and I have to say it’s extraordi¬ 
nary. Now, before I go any further, let me 
elaborate. It’s not extraordinarily GOOD, 
however good it is. It’s extraordinary as in 
bizarre. Extraordinary as in surreal. 

It’s run, cheffed and occasionally waitered 
too by a swarthy (I pondered whether this

might be a tad racist but it’s the only word 
for it) balding gentleman who has come to 
greet me as a friend. He’s friendly. He’s 
busy. One thing I’m not sure he is, is ac¬ 
tually Italian. I just can’t place the accent. 
That said, I found out that his name is 
Gino, so he might actually be. 

It’s not important - what is, is that it’s an 
entirely unique experience. To explain what 
I mean, here are some of the toppings you 
CAN’T get for the pizzas - chicken, bacon, 
pepperoni, but surely that is THE default 
topping for pizzas - but not here. What you 
can get is sliced hot dog, and chicken tildm. 

Furthermore, if you order one of these 
pizzas, you may well not end up with what 
you actually ordered. The hot dog pizza, for 
example, lists hot dog sausage as its only 
topping, which I would say is to be expected. 


But if you don’t specifically stipulate it, 
you’ll end up with olives and onions as well, 
despite the fact that there are plenty of op¬ 
tions on the menu where olives and onions 
are specifically stipulated in the toppings 
list. It’s just baffling, and I for one love it! 

Perfection 

My favourite thing about Little Italy is 
that our chef doesn’t seem to realise that, 
once you have blasted a 12 inch deep pan to 
fluffy perfection - and their deep pans are, 
make no mistake about it, nudging perfec¬ 
tion - then the pan itself has a tendency to 
be, you know, pretty hot. 

And yet our intrepid host, for some rea¬ 
son, insists on slicing the pizza on the pan 
and picking up the pan to empty it into the 
box. And every time he does it, you can see 
that he’s scalding his fingers. God love him! 
But the point at which you realise that Lit¬ 


tle Italy is a bit special, is when you see the 
prices. Try these on for size. 

Cans of soft drink (there is no alcohol 
served in Little Italy, although you can 
bring your own): 70p. Garlic bread: £1, 
£1.20 with a coating of mozzerella. Burger: 
£2.50. Tiramisu: £1.50. 

Lasagne (and the lasagne at Little Italy 
is fabulous): £5.95. Throw in two meat- 
balls: add another quid. Ice cream sundae 
composed of a selection of seven available 
flavours of high-quality Italian tackle: £3. 

I know! You are, often literally, talking as 
cheap as chips - the most expensive item on 
the menu is steak, and that comes for the 
princely sum of £12. 

Little Italy is not a fancy restaurant, it’s 
rough and ready but it’s in a charming lo¬ 
cation, tucked away at the end of a row of 
shops on the highest bit of Upper Green and 
you can eat outside if the feeling takes you.

RICHIE Carter has joined forces with 
Wolverhampton Boxing Club in a move 
that will double the fight factory’s num¬ 
bers. 

He’s returning to his roots at their Willenhall 
Road site after starring as a youngster at na¬ 
tional level himself as an unpaid fighter. 

Hailing from nearby East Park, Carter represented 
the now-defunct Bilston outfit that his late father 
Alan ran and claimed a full national title in the 1987 
junior ABA competition. 

He then boxed for England before turning pro at 
middleweight, featuring another 12 times with 10 
wins and just one loss before hanging up his gloves 
in 1992. 

He returned to the sport 20 years later to form his 
own club, Richie Carter’s Golden Gloves, which was 
based in Essington before moving to Wolverhampton. 

A fire that gutted the Bushbury Weights and Fit¬ 
ness Centre, where they were tenants, in May left 
him and his members homeless. 

Impetus 

Now 45, Carter is hoping to bring further impetus 
to a new-look regime, with his fighters set to double 
the carded combatants ahead of the new season. 

The coaching staff will also multiply , with Wolver¬ 
hampton BC - the oldest club in the city having cel¬ 
ebrated its 80th birthday - looking to get busy again 
after a period of mourning. 

Former president, secretary and treasurer John 
Thomas passed away last September. The 77-year- 
old had served for 40 years and was regarded as their 
front of house. 

His memory lives on, as does the heritage of the 
club. Apart from Wolves, it is the only organisation 
permitted to use the City of Wolverhampton crest.

LEAGUE FOLDS 


THE final whistle has blown 
on one of the West Midlands’ 
longest running amateur foot¬ 
ball leagues after more than a 
century. 

The Dudley and Cradley Heath 
League has been forced to admit defeat 
following a decline in playing numbers. 
It had run for 106 years. 

After running with just one division last sea¬ 
son, the prospect of more drop-outs have left the 
league with no alternative but to call it a day. 

The league was formed in 1910 and its most 
famous player is Ray Westwood, the Kingswin- 
ford-born uncle of the great Duncan Edwards. 

Having plied his trade on the local park 
pitches, Westwood went on to play more than 
300 times for Bolton and won six England caps. 

Secretary Bryan Sutton, of Wordsley, said: “It 
is really sad that the league has come to an end. 
There is just a lack of teams and this is the thing 
now in Sunday adult football. There will be no 
organised adult football in Dudley.” 

He first played in the league as a left-back 
for Darby’s Bakeries in 1967 before going on to 
serve 47 years on the committee. The combined 
years service of fixture secretary John Lawton, 
treasurer Malcolm Guy, president Trevor Lester, 
chairman Carl Dakin, press secretary Brian Ped- 
ley and referees’ secretary Mel Lewis, together 
withcommittee members Rob Nicklin and Fred 
Whitehouse, adds up to 198. 

Sutton, who turns 80 this year, said: “I re¬ 
cently found a handbook from four years ago and 
we had 28 teams. Of those, one still plays in the 
Warley League, one plays in the Wolverhampton 
League and two played with us last season. The 
other 24 don’t exist. 

“In 1983/84 we had 118 teams across 10 di¬ 
visions, and we had 12 cup finals. On May 13, 
1984, we had three cup finals on the same day 
and Blackheath Shell played in two of them - one 
in the morning and one at night.” 

“In the 70s, Ashtree Rovers were the dominant 
side, they played down Old Hill, while in recent 
years AC Turners have been really strong.” 

One small consolation fis that the league’s 
most prestigious cup competition - The Dudley 
Guest Cup - will continue.
